LATEST ADDITION TO THE UAMBrjUG- 
AMEUICMJ PACKET COMPANY'S LINE— 
THE SHIP AND HER APPOINTMENTS." 


N. Y. Herald Nev. 11. 


The Hamburg-American Packet Com- 


pany have udded a new and first-class 
steamship to tlieir fleet in the Thuringia, 
which arrived at this port on Wednesday 
last and is advertised to sail on Tuesday 
next. This ship, built especially for the 
passenger trade, in which she is now en- 
gaged, is one of the finest which ever en- 
terad the port of New York. She was 
built,for thu company by Messrs. Keaird 
and "Co., ol Greenock, Scotland, who laid 
her keel in the opting of I860, and she 
wiis iiuished in July, 1870. Her carry- 
ing capacity is 3,105 tons, English meas- 
urement, or about 3,500 tons American 
register, and her extreme length is'J50 
feet, with 40'fect breadth'Jof beam. Her 
depth of hold is 34 feet. Her hull is 
divided in seven water-tight compart- 
ment*, and, unlike tho ships of the Eng- 
lish lines she haa no structures on her 
upper deck which will, in case of Btorm 
bo washed away, leaving apertures to 
servo as funnels for the introduction o! 
volumes of water to the cabin and hold. 
Her first cabin, is finished in- rose- 
wood and mahogany, with panels of birds- 
eye maple, between which are numberless 
statues nnd statuettes in bronze, with 
many choice pictures from Flemish mas- 
ters. The upholstery is of. the richest de- 
scription, in colors or! maroon and [a fine 
dark preen, the wood of the sofas and 
tables being exquisitely carved and gild- 
ed. The second cabin, which corresponds 
to the first o.ibin in tho vessels of most 
other European lines, is 8 feet 6 inches 
high between decks, and is finely finished 
in oak, with extra stateroom accommoda- 
tions. Tho staterooms in tho firut cabin 
are furnished with wardrobes, as well as 
sofas, toilet facilities etc., and both cabins 
have smoking rooms attached for gentle- 
men and private drawing rooms for la- 
dies. So much'for tho elegant accommo- 
dations of the vessel. 


The engines are two in number, invert- 


ed, and of 700 horse power. Tho cylinders 
are of 73 inches, witU 4 feet ((.inches 
stroke, supplied withstood from four tu- 
•bular boilei-H, hented by 24 turnanes, and 
operating H propeller screw of 17 feei 6 
inches in diameter. T-be passenger ac- 
commodations are for 70 persons in tho

age. One additional peculiarity on board 
;his steamship is her steam apparatus for 
jointing auclior and working in by cable, 
an arrangement that lias proved very sucr 
ccssful, and enables an. anchor to be taken 
on board in ten. minutes from a depth of 
thirty fathoms, with no other labor than 
the turning of steam into the cylinder of a 
dummy engine. The speed of the Thurin- 
gia is about fourteen, and one half knots 
per hrmr, and she made on her-passage to 
New Yrfrk from Hamburg 350 miles in 
twenty-four hours. While . en route to 
Hamburg from England, prior to her first 
trip, she was chused by a French man-of- 
war, receiving a baptism of fire, and prov- 
ing the old adage, "A stern chose is a 
long one." Captain Heinrich Ehlerx, the 
gentlemanly commander of the ship, is the 
senior officer of tho line. He is a ship- 
master, and entered the service of the 
Hamburg-American Company in 1848. 
His first steamer, and the first of the Hne 
was the Borussia, in which fdr several 
month* he performed service for tbe allies 
during the Crimean war. He is a staunch 
old Bait, full of all the graces and grandeur 
of theoliVikingd.

^ MAW COT INTO .A THOUSAND PIECES. 


From the Pitt»burgfa-Oilp«tch. • • ~

Wo are pained to be obliged to give the • 


acts of a distressing occurrence on the 
south side yesterday morning, which is 
•hocking to a painful degree.. A, .man ? 
named Joseph Litz, only twenty yean of " 
age, a mere lad, was employed in Me- • 
Knight's .rolling mills, in the. capacity of 
workman in same one of the branches of 
their, nail manufactory. . Between eight 
and nine o'clock yesterday, morning he.', 
voluntarily undertook to oil. the shears. 
It was not his duty, and no one expected 
him to do it. This is usually done with a 
swab attached to a stick, and is never done, 
when the shears are in motion. Litz 
however, paid no attention to this prudent- 
ial restriction, bat inserted tbe swab while 
the wheel was revolving. In some way 
the swab became fast to some leather band 
attached to the inside of the shears, and 
Litz was drawn forward. People involun- 
tarily grasp anything when they feel 
themselves falling, and poor Litz unwar-* 
ily caught at'the revolving wheel; his ' 
arm was thrown forward, and he slipped 
through the opening in the wheel. 


Quick as lightning he was twined into 


the space of about two inches between the 
flywheel and tbe heavy upright post 
which held it in its pi ice. It is incredi- 
ble that a man's head and neck, shoulders 
and arms should have been crashed into 
such a narrow. space. At the outside it 
could not have been wider than two and a 
naif inches. The jamming of the upper 
part of his body into the narrow space at 
once stopped the shears. Tbe poor fellow 
presented a pitiable spectacle. His head 
and shoulders and arms were taken out in 
a thousand pieces. Wo arrived on the • 
spot just as tho undertaker hod finished 
bis terrible work of gathering up what had 
once been a (human being, instinct with 
life, into the coffin, prepared to receive it. 
His head and upper portion of the body 
were taken out of the bed of tbe shears in a 
thousand pieces, and placed iu a handsome 
coffin, on which was inscribed his name 
and age, and taken from tbe place. 


The works were suspended on the occur- 


rence of tho melancholy affair. Groups of 
hands were gathered around discussing 
the casualty, and there was a universal 
feeling of sorrow and of sympathy with 
the ouly member of deceased's family of 
whom we could hear, residing in tbe 
neighborhood.
